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A Message in 
The Lights 

As the firefly blinks its complex mating signals, 
it also brightens oar summer evenings

M V CHILDHOOD MKMOHIKS of 
summer all include fireflies. 
After supper we would rush outside 
and play in the twilight, when the 
evening’s entertainment begin. 
First one, then two, and finally Hun¬ 
dreds of fireflies sparked their way 
across the damp meadow. Occa¬ 
sionally we collected a few that 
landed in the underbrush, and they 
flickered inside our glass jars, shed¬ 
ding light for the journey home. 

I’ve since learned that fireflies, 
which arc found in most parts of 
the United States, are not flics at 
all, but beetles belonging to the 
family Lampyridae (from the Greek 
lampein, meaning to shine). Like 
most beetles, fireflies begin life as 
eggs; these eggs, however, could 
hardly be called ordinary. Three 
weeks after female fireflies deposit 
their eggs in moist soil, the embryos 
inside the eggs begin to glow. The 
larvae that hatch from these shining 
eggs emit sparkling lights from two 
tiny spots on the sides of their abdo¬ 
mens. Biologists have long pu/./led 
over the function of these lights. 
Even if a larva’s light cells arc surgi¬ 
cally removed, the adult that later 
emerges is still able to flash its fiery 
lights. Some scientists speculate 


that firefly larvae use their lights to 
advertise the presence of chemical 
defenses that make the animals dis¬ 
tasteful to passing predators. The 
brightlv lit, wormy-lookmg larvae 
.ire appropriated dubbed glow 
worms. 

On warm misty nights you can 
find glowworms crawling in grassv 
patches along the edges of fields 
and forests, searching for snails, 
earthworms, and small insects. 
They subdue their prey w ith poison 
injected from a pair of hook-shaped 
jaws. Entomologists have yet to dis¬ 
cover how firefly larvae locate their 
prey, but they probably rely on 
some nonvisual cue, as their simple 
eyes arc not functional after dark. 

For almost two years, a firefly 
larva remains at ground level or be¬ 
low, unable to travel much in its 
wingless condition. When tempera¬ 
tures drop in late autumn, the larva 
crawls underground and goes into 
torpor—all of its body functions

slow down to a virtual standstill. A 
few months later, longer days and 
warm weather arouse the almost- 
lifelcss larva, which then renews its 
hunting and growing. 

Shortly after waking from its sec¬ 
ond winter’s sleep, a firefly larva 
prepares for the third phase of its 
life cycle, the pupal stage. It travels 
underground and builds a chamber 
lined with pellets of soil. Safely hid¬ 
den in its cell, the firefly remains 
motionless and cats nothing. The 
internal organs that served the fire¬ 
fly well when it was a crawling, 
hunting larva now rearrange them¬ 
selves to enable the insect to func¬ 
tion as a flying, reproducing adult. 
Fifteen to 20 days after the larva 
burrowed underground, its meta¬ 
morphosis is complete. An adult 
firefly emerges, fully equipped and 
ready to perform its dazzling eve¬ 
ning light shows. 

Decoding the Flashes 

The firefly’s lights did not evolve 
for our entertainment, of course. 
Fireflies use them to send mating 
signals. The male firefly attempts to 
woo a mate with brilliant flashes of 
light. A receptive female, safely hid¬ 
den in thick bushes or tall grasses, 
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n« *les evolve better ruses to trap 
their prey. 

Males of one firefly species living 
in eastern North America are 
hunted by at least three different 
species of Photuris. When these 
males approach an answering fe¬ 
male, they exercise caution. Instead 
°f flying directly to their prize, they 
hover over the female and land sev¬ 
eral feet away. Caution has its price, 
however; five or more males may 
view the flash exchange and circle 
around a single female. One of 
these rival males may then

mistake" of a predatory female

J signal is out. This extra flash makes 
the original signaler wary, giving his 
competitors time to approach the 
contested female. 

II Though all male fireflies face stiff 
a competition for mates, Photuris 
). males have a particularly challcng- 
t ing job. I he object of their devo- 
f tion is often more interested in a 
deadly game of dec eption than in a 
a male s language of love. Prior to her 
first mating, a Photuris female an¬ 
swers only the flash code of males 
of her own species. After mating, 
however, she devotes all her atten 
approaching tion to catching a meal, and ignores 
her own species’ light signal. Some 
Photuris males mimic the females’ 
prey, possibly in an effort to attract 
hunting females. When a Photuris 
male sees the signal of the female’s 
prey, he flies down to the prey’s air¬ 
space and mimics its flash patterns. 
As soon as a predatory female an¬ 
swers the Photuris male’s false flash, 
he flics in closer and responds with 
his true Photuris password. At this 
point the arduous male may be 
tempting fate—his intended mate, 
who had her sights set on food, is 
larger than he, and capable of de¬ 
vouring him. But the courting male 
may be able to seduce her with his 
new message. 

The Synchronized Light Show 

For fireflies liv ing on the other side 
of the Pacific, nights arc not filled 
with the deceptive signaling prac¬ 
tices common among their eastern 


responds to the male’s flash with 
her own unique light signal. The 
male then flies toward his prospec¬ 
tive mate and signals again. After 
she replies, he flies even closer 
Eventually—if all goes well—the 
two mate and the male flies off to 
advertise himself to other available 
females. 

Adult fireflies cannot recognize- 
one another without seeing their 
evening flashes. The length of a 
firefly’s tljsh, the pattern of flashes, 
the rate of flashing, and the time- 
delay between male and female 
flashes vary among species. This 
complicated light code ensures that 
an individual will be able to distin 
guish members of its own species. 
Females usually do not respond to 
the flash of another species, and 
therefore do not waste time or cn 
ergy on unfertile matings. 

But all is not love and splendor in 
a field of fireflies. Some hungry fe¬ 
male fireflies imitate the light sig 
nals of smaller firefly spec ies. These 
femmes fatales answer flying males 
and lure them in with a false flash. 
When an unsuspecting amorous 
male approaches, the predatory fe¬ 
male seizes and devours him. Cer 
tain hunting females can recognize 
the male flash and give the appro- 


60 or so species of hunters are al 
members of the genus Photuris (; 
Creek name meaning light-tail) 
I hey prey upon many differen 
types of small fireflies, 
which hunt for a living as 
Hunted male fireflies 
sticky situation: If they fly quickly 
to every flashing female, they may 
find themselves m the deadly grip 
of a Photuris predator. But if they 
are too cautious about a,, 
a female, rival males w ill reach her 
first. Competition for female mates 
i' extremely keen; on many eve¬ 
nings male flasiicrs outnumber fe¬ 
males by 50 to 1. Biologist James 
Lloyd estimates that it takes male 
fireflies in a Florida field an aver¬ 
age of seven days to find a mate, 
while females can mate and return 
to their burrows in less than six 
minutes. 

Many hunted fireflies solve the 
Predator problem by learning to dis¬ 
tinguish impostors from potential 
mates. Some males fly at twilieht. 


are in 
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North American relatives. Certain 
Asian fireflies gather together in 
great masses, where the males of 
one species all display identical 
flashes in unison. American biolo¬ 
gist Hugh Smith vividly described 
an amazing spectacle he saw in 
Thailand in the 1930s: 

Imagine a tree 35 to 40 feet high 
thickly covered with small ovate 
leaves, apparently with a firefly on 
every leaf and all the fireflies flash¬ 
ing in perfect unison at the rate of 
about three times in two seconds, 
the tree being in complete darkness 
between flashes.... Imagine a tenth 
of a mile of river front with an un¬ 
broken line of trees with fireflies on 
every leaf flashing in synchronism, 
the insects on the trees at the ends 
of the line acting in perfect unison 
with those between. 

Unlike their American cousins, 
who shop for mates in open fields. 
Asian male fireflies face difficulties 
just locating females in the thick 
swamps and jungles that surround 
them. Males therefore gather in 
trees near an open space, and when 
a female firefly lands amidst a clus¬ 
ter of intensely flashing males, all 
the males vie for her attention. She 
views the courtship displays of her 
many suitors before selecting one of 
them as a mate. If a male member 
of a cluster flashes out of rhythm, 
the female will not respond. 

The firefly’s light show lasts for 
only a couple of weeks in Ink B\ 
the end of August, not a glimmer 
remains. Not surprisingly, the sud¬ 
den appearance and disappearance 
of these flashing insects puzzled 
early observers. People in ancient 
China searched for some sign of 
young fireflies and, finding none, 
concluded that they evolved from 
decaying grass. 

Legendary Lights 

The firefly played a prominent part 
in Chinese legends, including a 
story about Ch'e Yin, a Tsin Dy¬ 
nasty scholar who lived until A.D. 
399. He was so poor that he could 
not afford oil for his lamp. But this 
diligent student did not let money 
deter him; he collected fireflies and 
used their light to read at night. 

Ancient Indians attached mysti 
cal importance to the appearance of

fireflies. According to the priestly 
dictates of the Hindus, written be¬ 
fore the sixth century B.C.,

which produce the manifestations 
of Brahma in Yoga. 

South American Indians also in¬ 
corporated fireflies into their rit¬ 
uals. At fiesta time, the natiscs of 
some tropical countries decorated 
themselves with living sequins by 
tying fireflies to their clothing. 

During the Middle Ages, Europe 
ans believed fireflies held the spirits 
of their departed ancestors. They 
also prescribed fireflies as a panacea 
for almost any ailment. In 1150, 
Hildcgard, a German nun spec laliz 
ing in miraculous visions and cures, 
spread the word about the firefly ’s 
healing properties: "If a person suf¬ 
fers from a wasting disease and is 
prostrated, one should gather as 
many living glowworms as possible 
and tie them in a cloth over the na¬ 
vel of the affected one, who w ill im¬ 
mediately regain strength.” (Hildc¬ 
gard was referring here to some 
female European fireflies that arc 
wingless as adults and are there¬ 
fore also called glowworms.) 


I'he firefly is just one of many lu¬ 
minescent creatures in the animal 
kingdom. Many organisms, includ¬ 
ing bacteria, fungi, sponges, corals, 
crustaceans, clams, snails, squid, 
centipedes, millipedes, fish, and 
other insects, glow in the dark. Biol¬ 
ogists believe that some of the 
earliest life forms on earth also lu¬ 
minesced. These organisms, which 
developed in an atmosphere devoid 
of oxygen, could not tolerate much 
oxygen. As oxygen became more 
abundant, primitive organisms had 
to find a way to expel the toxic gas. 
They developed chemical pathways 
that reduced oxygen to water and 
often gave off light as an incidental 
by-product. Some organisms later 
evolved the ability to use oxygen di¬ 
rectly but kept their light-producing 
capacity. Many generations later, 
animals began using their bright 
lights for practical purposes, like 
finding a mate or catching a meal. 

Twentieth century science has 
come .i long way in deciphering the 
firefly’s secret code. For me, under¬ 
standing the chemistry of lumines¬ 
cence and the complex codes of 
flashing enhances the magic I sec in 
a field of sparkling fireflies.

Guilford Officials in D.C. Say 
Service To Be Halted on D&H

The Delaware & Hudson Railroad, 
one of the oldest in the nation, 
appears to be the first casualty of 
back-to-back arbitration rulings 
handed down this week against Guil¬ 
ford Transportation Industries Inc. 

It is thought the D&H, a Guilford 
subsidiary which employs approxi¬ 
mately 200 area workers, could file 
for bankruptcy as early as Monday 

There were several reports that 
the D&H. which derates primarily 
in New York state, would shut down 
completely. The carrier s southern 
line stretches from Albany, N Y. 
through the Taylor Yards and into 
the Potomac Yards in Maryland. 

Guilford’s top officials were in 
Washington on Thursday, and re¬ 
portedly informed the Interstate 
Commerce Commission and the Fed¬ 


eral Railroad Administration that 
service will be halted on the D&ll 
soon. 

Guilford officials were meeting 
this morning and were unavailable 
for comment. It is expected, though, 
that an announcement about the 
D&H would be made later today. 

A United Transportation Union of¬ 
ficial told The Journal of Commerce 
that dispatchers had ordered all 
D&H locomotives off the road's 
tracks returned to the home line. 
Other union sources said the com¬ 
pany had sent written messages 
ordering that ‘ all property und roll¬ 
ing stock" be returned to D&H 
property. 

A spokesman at the Taylor Yards, 
who did not wish to be identified, 
confirmed workers there had been 
told to remove all personal belong¬ 
ings 

"That's about right.” he said "We 
have heard all kinds of rumors." 


Ed Zech, who represents about 125 
members of Transportation Commu¬ 
nications Union local 703 in Scran¬ 
ton, reportedly was in Fitchburg, 
Mass. Attempts to reach him for 
comment proved fruitless. 

Guilford long has tried to incorpo¬ 
rate the D&H into its plan to lease 
all of its railroads through another 
of its subsidiaries, the Springfield 
Terminal Railway. 

However, an arbitration ruling on 
Wednesday seems to have ended 
that plan, and placed the D&H in 
immediate jeopardy. 

Guilford lost two arbitration cases 
this week, and sources report that 
the company's financial losses as a 
result will be no less than $30 
million. Guilford also owes substan¬ 
tial amounts of money to workers it 
has fired as it pared its employee 
force after the leases. 

Guilford in 1986 leased its Boston 
& Maine, Maine Central and Port¬ 
land Terminul railroads to the 
Springfield Terminal in order to get 
around its existing labor contracts. 
An arbitrator ruled that the lease 
program was improper, and that the 
company must honor its original 
labor contracts. 

The Guilford officials also report¬ 
edly told government officials that 
they intend to continue operations on 
their other railroads as they contest 
the arbitration awards in court and 
before the ICC. 

New York state officials report¬ 
edly were furiously preparing con¬ 
tingency plans Thursday in the event 
the D&H does cease operations.

Introduction 


The objective of this interim operation is to further 
visitors’ appreciation and understanding of the steam 
era of railroading-much as the enabling legislation 
expressed for Steamtown National Historic Site. To 
accomplish this objective, the collection of 
locomotives and rolling stock will be the principal 
feature. Generally, the display and interpretation of 
the locomotives and rolling stock will occur behind 
the Hilton at Lackawanna Station and at the 
Delaware, Lackawanna, and Western (DL&W) 
Railroad yard. These two attractions will be 
connected by rail, and passengers will be shuttled 
between them. 


This edition of the Steamtown newsletter is devoted 
to the activities and services that the National Park 
Service intends to provide for this summer’s visitors 
to the national historic site. These activities will 
provide an educational and entertaining experience 
for the visitor without requiring operation of the 
excursion train. They arc temporary in nature and 
can be implemented before long-range planning for 
the site is completed. The text that follows describes 
the actions the National Park Service will undertake 
to open the site for the 1988 summer season.

The Railroad Yard 


Interpreter? will also be at the railroad yard to 
explain the long-range intentions for the national 
historic site so that visitors will understand the 
ultimate i evelopment envisioned for Steamtown. 
Following these activities, visitors will reboard the 
railbus and return to Lackawanna Station. 


rolling stock-will be displayed in the south-central 
portion of the DL&W Railroad yard. After visitors 
arrive by railbus, they will be able to walk among the 
collection. Interpreters will be available to relate the 
significance of the equipment, explain its story, and 
respond to any questions visitors may have. Printed 
materials will also be available, providing visitors an 
additional opportunity to better appreciate and 
understand the equipment. The locomotives and 
rolling stock will be spaced at appropriate distances 
to allow for taking photographs. Pedestrian 
circulation will be directed by developing gravel 
paths between the railroad tracks. A wood deck will 
be constructed at the railbus stop to ensure safe 
staging into the yard. Barriers will be constructed to 
limit visitor access to those portions of the site that 
are set up for display. 
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The Hilton at Lackawanna Station 


As in the past, visitors to Steamtown this summer will 
be introduced to the site behind the Hilton at 
Lackawanna Station. Uniformed rangers and 
information services will be provided to help visitors 
gain a broad understanding of the components of a 
steam era train. A locomotive and tender followed 
by a passenger coach, a dining car, a railway post 
office car, and a caboose will be on static display, and 
uniformed rangers will provide on-site interpretation. 
In addition, a media car and an exhibit car will be 
used for viewing videotape and Tor displaying pieces 
of equipment used during the steam era. To enhance 
the sense of arrival, a locomotive will be stationed on 
the railroad bridge over Spruce Street so that visitors 
arriving in Scranton from Interstate 81 by way of the 
central Scranton Expressway will be immediately 
aware of Steamtown. The gift shop and restaurants 
in the Hilton will provide other visitor services. 


The Railbus 


Through the courtesy of the Lackawanna County 
Railroad Authority, a railbus will be available to 
shuttle visitors between Lackawanna Station and the 
DL&W Railroad yard. After visitors have been 
introduced to the national historic site at the Hilton, 
the railbus will shuttle them free of charge to the 
railroad yard for additional interpretation and 
activities. The railbus has a capacity of 56 people at 
one time. Park personnel or trained volunteers will be 
on board to assist visitors, point out sites of interest 
like the Iron Furnace State Park, and generally talk 
about Steamtown.

We’ve had a lot of letters and calls on the Adams Flea Off M«si that 
Betty Klitton wrote about in the last edition of Poultry Press Their ad¬ 
dress is Adams Veterinary Research Laboratories P 0 Box S71U3‘J, 
Miami. Florida 33197. We were given a bottle of it by the Flittons when 
we were out at the Claremore and ABA Semi-Annual Show m April and 
we tried it. It sure makes it easy on your old editor to go out and spray 
the birds at night while the birds are on the roost. We went through our 
whole flock in about 20 minutes and it usually lakes us about two hours 
to dust our birds. Soyou can see the amoqnt of time it saves. We check¬ 
ed our birds a couple of weeks later and found no mites 
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May 1988 


with all of you 1 had lice and mile 
trouble for years I had to dust 
my b*rds quite often, it was one of 
the worst jobs I have ever had to 
do. It waa dusty if 1 used powder 
or what ever I used didn t last 
long. I would be right back doing 
it again I thought at one time 1 
was going to have to get out of the* 
poultry business because of what 
1 hud to go through every month 
So I talked to a veterinarian 
He had me try a spray mist for 
show dogs. I bought a small bottle 
and tried it. I never seen anythir g 
work like this. 1 tounu a cochin 
that was festered and sprayed the 
bird, the lice fell off in a minute I 
had her on a paper! I could not 
believe what this could do. 

I spray the birds in the spring 
and again in the fall, that is all, no 
in-between. You can take it in 
your chicken houses and spray 
five or six birds in the flock and it 
will kill the lice on all 'he other 
birds, the lice will return in the 
fall or spring but the mites will 
never return. It's an I aedicule 
Repellent and Deodoi ant and so 
easy to use. 

I [Hit mine in a little spray hot 
tie and do a few birds in the 


chicken house, a week later 1 go 
back to do the rest of them and 
the bugs are gone on the ones 1 
didn't do. 

1 asked a second Vet about it 
and he told me it was the l At for 
lice and mites. He told me his 
mother raised chickens for yours 
and t’ it is all sheised. 

But if you decide to use this 
spray for the first lime I would 
spray every chicken you have 
got. then from that day on when 
you need to do it again you can 
try spraying a few birds in your 
flock and see how it works for 
you It's good for ileas. lice, 
rnites, ticks & temporarily repels 
gnats, flies, and mosquitos 
There is a lot of poultry people 
starting to use it and they won t 
use any thing else. 

1 share this with you to try to 
make things belter so you can en¬ 
joy your birds with out those 
miserable bugs. The name of this 
remarkable spray is Adams Flea 
Off Mist, other flea sprays will 
not work, it has to be a repellent.

A The Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle Financial Responsibility 
Law (MVFRL) which look effect on October 1,1984 estab 
lished a Catastrophic Loss Trust Fund For persons 
injured in motor vehicle accidents, the CAT Fund will 
provide payment for medical treatment and rehabilitation 
services that exceed $100,000. Eligible victims may receive 
lienefits up to $50,000 per year up to a lifetime total of 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

Q. What is Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle Insurance Col¬ 
lection Services, Inc.? 

A Pennsylvania Motor Vehicle Insurance Collet • »r. Services. 
Inc (ICS) is a non profit corporation tlesigrated by the 
Pennsylvania Insurance Department to collect the CAT 
Fund charge using registration information furnished by 
PennDOT All funds collected by ICS are deposited into 
the CAT Fund for the benefit of Pennsylvanians seriously 
injured in auto accidents 

Q Who contributes to the CAT Fund? 

A All owners of registered motor vehicles must pay the 
annual charge for each motor vehicle they register in the 
Commonwealth. 

Q. Do I have to pay the CAT Fund charge if I have 
transferred my license plate to another vehicle? 

A. Yes, it you are using the license plate with the- number 
shown on the billing invoice, you must pay the CAT Fund 
charge 


Q. Who does not have to pay? 

A. Owners of vehicles that do not have to be registered and 
owners of recreational vehicles nof intended for highway 
use. motorcycles, motorized pedal cycles or motor dnven 
cycles are not required to pay the fund charge for those 
vehicles.

We’ve had a lot of letters and calls on the Adams Flea Off Mis: that 
Betty Flitton wrote about in the last edition of Poultry Press Their ad¬ 
dress is Adams Veterinary Research Laboratories P.0 Bo- 9710.19 
Miami, Florida 33197 We were given a bottle of it by the Flittons when 
we were out at the Claremore and ABA Semi-Annual Show in April and 
we tried it. It sure makes it easy on your old editor to go out and spray 
the birds at night while the birds are on the roost. We went through our 
whole flock in about 20 minutes and it usually takes us about two hours 
todust our birds So you can see the amount of time il saves We check¬ 
ed our birds a couple of weeks later and found no mites

I would like to share 




with all of you. I had lice and mite 
trouble for years I had to dust 
my bi; ds quite often, it was one ol 
the worst jobs I have ever had to 
do. It was dusty if I used powder 
cr what ever I used didn't last 
long. I would be nght back doing 
it again I thought at one time I 
was going to have to get out of the 
poultry business because of what 
I had to go through every month. 

So I talked to a veterinarian 
He had me try . spray mist for 
«how dogs, I bought a small bottle 
and tried it. I never seen anything 
work like this. I found a cochin 
that was festered and sprayed the 
bird, the lice fell off in a minute. I 
had her on a paper! I could not 
believe what this could do. 

I spray the birds in the spring 
and again in the fall, that is all, no 
In-between You can take it In 
your chicken houses and spray 
five or six birds in the flock and it 
will kill the lice on all the other 
birds, the lice will return in tl * 
fall or spring but the mites will 
never return. It’s an Insecticide 
Repellent and Deodorant and so 
easy to use. 

I put mine in a little spray bot¬ 
tle and do a few birds in the

chicken house, a week later I go 
back to do the rest of them and 
the bugs are gone on the ones 1 
didn't do. 

I asked a second Vet about it 
and he told me it was the best for 
lice and mites. He told me his 
mother raised chickens for years 
and that is all she used 

But if you decide to use this 
spray for the first time I would 
spray every chicken you have 
got, then from that day on when 
you need to do it again you can 
try spraying a few birds i.i your 
flock and see how it werks for 
you. It’s good for fler.s, lice, 
mites, ticks & temporar ly repels 
gnats, flies, and rno6quito6 
There is a lot of poultry people 
starting to use it and they won’t 
use any thing else 

I share this with you to try to 
make things better so you can en¬ 
joy your birds with out those 
miserable bugs. The name of this 
remarkable spray is Adams Flea 
Off Mist, other flea sprays will 
not work, it has to be a repellent 
You can find it where they sell 
products for show dogs and if you 
can’t find it, have your feed store 
order it.

About ten miles below Towanda in Bradford 
County, we wend our way along the Pennsylvania 
Trail of History to French Azilum, located on a 
lovely horseshoe bend of the meandering 
Susquehanna River. 

Azilum —or Asylum —was appropriately 
named, for it provided a natural setting of 
undisturbed calm and pastoral serenity for a 
group of French exiles who settled there in the 
autumn of 1793. 

Some of the refugees, because of their loyally 
to the King, had left France to escape 
imprisonment or death at the hands of the 
Revolution. Others had fled the French colony of 
Santo Domingo (Haiti) to escape the carnage of 
the mulatto and slave uprisings inspired by the 
declaration of equality of the radical French 
Assembly. According to an unverified story, 
even Marie Antoinette, the queen of France, and 
her two children were to settle here 

Several influential Philadelphians who were 
sympathetic to the exiles also saw in their plight 
an opportunity to profit financially To this end, 
Stephen Girard. Robert Morris, and John 
Nicholson, Pennsylvania's comptroller general, 
abetted the purchase of a large tract of land in the 
northern wilderness of the State Sixteen 
hundred acres were acquired, three hundred of 
which were laid out as a town plot with a two-acre 
market square, a gridiron pattern of broad streets, 
and 413 lots of approximately one-half acre each 
By the following spring, about thirty rough log 
houses had been built 

In time, several small shops, a schoolhouse, a 
chapel, and a theatre appeared around the market 
square, dairying and sheep raising were begun, 
orchards and gardens were planted, a gristmill, 
blacksmith shop, and a distillery were erected, 
and the manufacture of potash and pearlash was 
established. 

Although the domestic structures were 
crude, many had chimneys, wallpaper, window 
glass, shutters, and porches to satisfy the desire 
for beauty and comfort, and some of the little 
luxuries and extravagances brought with them 
from their native lands kept alive the memory of 
better days.

The most imposing building in the colony 
was "La Grande Maison," a two-story log struc¬ 
ture eighty-four feel long and sixty feet wide It 
had numerous small-paned windows and eight 
large fireplaces, and it has been said, though 
hardly proven, that it was to be the dwelling of 
the Queen It was the scene of many social 
gatherings, and among its most famous guests 
were Talleyrand and Louis Philippe, who was 
later to become king 

I he phantasm of a quasi-aristocratic French 
court transplanted to a rustic sylvan environ¬ 
ment, however, was to be of very short duration. 
Economic depression set in and money was hard 
to obtain Morris and Nicholson went into 
bankruptcy, and the income which the colony’s 
founders received from French sources stopped. 

In the late 1790’s many of the emigres dnfleo 
away to the southern cities of Charleston, Savan¬ 
nah, and New Orleans, some returned to Santo 
Domingo Napoleon made it possible for exiles to 
return to France, and many did A few families, 
hcwever. including the LaPortes, Hornets, Le 
Fevres. Brevosts, and D'Autremonts, remained 
in Pennsylvania, and in later years their progeny 
helped to settle Wysox, Wyalusing, Athens, 
Towanda. and other communities. Azilum itself 
soon passed into history 

Of the more than fifty structures erected by 
the refugees, not one remains The four hundred- 
odd half-acre house and garden plots, so carefully 
planned and then abandoned, were absorbed into 
larger tracts of farmland and tilled for generations 
by later occupants

Rations Why Neither fertility Of Hatchability ol Hatching Eggs is not Guaranteed 


You can use this as a check hit to help handle hatching eggs properly. 


Store eggs m a cool placa for a period of 24 hour* before placing under incubation. (45-55 
degreei) This seems to improve hatchability after eggs have been in shipment 


nougn handling (as well as other causes) may cause the germ in the egg to die before it ever starts 
to develop. Such an egg after a week or two of incubation may appear inlertiie-but the germ died 
before it could be seen with the naked eye. 


Moisture evaporation problem In some incubators is quite different for ( ust a few eggs, as opposed 

to being filled to normal capacity. It is impossible sometimes to get a satisfactory hatch from .ust 
a lew eggs for instance, in a 100 egg incubator. 


In still a.r machines, record your operating temperature by your thermometer placed with ns bulb 
on a level with the top of the eggs. If your thermometer sits too low in the egg tray your eqqs will 
be overheated. If too high, they will not be warm enough. 


BE SURE your thermometer is a good one. an INCUBATOR THERMOMETER, intended for the 

incubator you era using. Check accuracy with a fevar thermometer 

Exposure to excessively high temperature can ruin fertility, such as being placed too cfose to hot 
steam pipes, near a steam radiator or prolonged hot sunshine 


Exposure to excessively low (cold) temperature can completely rum hatchability. 

Delays in transit. As each day passes by the hatchability will drop. Eggs 3 to 6 days old hatch best 
whe.e held in the proper holding temperature of 45 to 55° From a week on. the hatchability will 
drop gradually, the rate depending on conditions 


The hen that was expected to set on the eggs -it no longer in the mood Delays encountered to

Feathers perform several Important function, for birds. They assl" Iff"' a+ .' " 9 
their body temperature by protectln 9 them from extreme temperature v “ r '"^ ° n 
cold In the winter end sunburn and heat In the summer. They protect their bodies 
from phy.lcel force, such as the Irritation of wet Uttar on the breast or the 
abrasive action of wire cage partitions. Lastly, birds cou Idn't f I y wIthout 
feathers. In man's long association with birds he has learned to util ize their 
feathers for a wide variety of purposes such as padding and Insulation In b«dd ng 
and clothing, a proteln-rlch Ingredient In livestock feeds, an adornment on f shIng 
lures, endian err medium. Speak I ng of f I sh I ng I ures, 11 I s my under stand Inga t 
I east one firm Is Involved In Improving the feather pattern and color of certain 
breeds of chickens for the production of feethers for the fishing lure Industry. 

The amount and quality of feathers on poultry heve economic significance. The sire 
and number of feethers are physIologItaI Iy r.lateC to t.mp.ratur. (cool weather 
stimulates feather growth), rate of metabolism, body weight, and surface area of 
the bird. Feather weight as percentage of body weight varies from 3.5 to 6.1» 
chickens. Actual counts of the number ot feethers on various breeds have shown 
numbers to vary from 6,356 on a Brown Leghorn to 9,515 on a 5.6 lb White Wyandotte 
hen. The letter amounted to 1,699 feethers per pound. The degree of feathering on 
brol I ers end turkeys Is very Important In preventing the developsent of 
blisters and calluses. The emount and quality of feathers on waterfowl affects the 
yield of valuable down feathers that are used In clothing end bedding. It requires 

three gosling or five duckling to produce one pound of dried feathers. Young geese 
can be plucked at least three times; 9 end 16 weeks of nge and Just before 
marketing. Older birds can be plucked anytime they are molting. 

Birds In general appear to be covered with feathers over their entire body, except 
for their feet, beak, end eyes. However, If you have ever dressed a chicken you 
most likely have observed that the feathers arise from definite tracts. Although 
there are variations to this normal condition. One Is the Naked Neck fowl, 
sometimes celled the Turken, which have less than half the feathers possessed by 
other fowl of comparable size. Another exception are breeds with feathered shanks 
such as the Cochin and Brahma. 


From the time the bird Is hatched until It becomes an adult. Its plumage passes 
through several changes ot appearance. These changes are due largely to 
replacement of the feethers et regular Intervals by a process cal I ed’mol 11 ng. 
Molting Is a process that Involves the pushing out of the old feather by the growth 
of a new feather. Chickens, such as the White Leghorn, normal ly go through the 
following 3 plumage changes from dayold to adulthood. I) Replacement ot the natal 
down with chick feathers. This molt Is already underway at hatching and natal down 
may persist and be concealed by chick feathers long after they have disappeared 
from the face. 2) Replacement of the chick plumage with Juvenile plumage 
beginning within 4 to 6 weeks after hatching. 3) Replacement of the Juvenile 
plumage with adult plumage sometime during the first year. Other molts thet may 
occur are neck, fright, and forced molts. A "neck" molt Is usually attributed to 
an unusual stress on the birds. It usually results In a temporary depression of 
egg production. A "fright molt" occurs when e bird Is under danger, such as 
capture by a predator. In this circumstance the bird has the ability to release 
feathers as en escape mechanism. A "force" molt Is a technique used In the 
commercial egg production Industry whereby men synchronizes the molt In a flock of 
layers by manipulation of feed, water, and light.

Common causas of faathar packing ara boradom, part!cuI or!y among caga Iisyarii, and 
an Infastatlon of faathar mltas. This mlta, which Is baraly ylslbla to tha naked 
ay a can ba found In tha folllclas at tha basa of tha faathars. Individual 
treatment consists of dipping Infastad birds In a warm sulfur solution consisting 
of 2 oz. of sulfur and 1 os. of soap par gallon of water. 

Faathar color Is Important to braadars of both commarclal and exhibition stocks. 
White feathered stocks are preferred by tha poultry meat Industry because thalr 
carcasses have a clean appearance whan processed. Shade of color, uniformity or 
color, and color markings ara vary Important to tha exhibition breeder because 
performance In tha show ring depends on how his or her birds measure up to tha 
standard In they eyas of tha Judge. 

Tha color of faathars usually changes to soma degree over time. Soma changes of 
color taka place only once, whereas others sra repeated. Common changes In feather 
color apart from molting are fading, adherent substances, waar, or nutritional 
deficiencies. Soma pigments, such as those found In buff colored feathers, are 
known to fade from exposure to light, particularly sunl Ight. In white feathered 
breads, newly aoltad faathars are usually yellowler than old faathars. Also there 
la svI dance to Indicate that feeding materials rich In tha carotenoid pigments 
(yellow, rad, orange) may result In discoloration of white faathars. Wear effects 
faathars that, whan fresh, have a white or pals brown fringe beyond a darker 
portion, a.g. the Crown Leghorn. 

A deficiency of Iron may result In complete dapIgmant at I on of rad-colored feathers 
and a deficiency of folic acid may causa abnormal coloration of pigmented feathers. 
Other nutritionally related abnormal faathar conditions ara slow faathar grow+h and 
abnormally long primary faathars resulting from a lack of amino acids !1 8 

of tha ends of tha faathars from deficiencies of line, niacin, or pantothenic acid. 

The oil gland Is thought to ba Involved In faathar color. Changes In the 
composition of tha oil gland secretion has bean reported to change faathar color. 
If a fattier oil than usual Is secreted as a consequence of a changed diet, t 
will, whan applied by a bird to Its feathers, enhance thalr col or and sheen. In 
soma species, acquisition of a colored substance, such as carotenoid figment, from 
tha gland Is thought to change tha color of tha faathars. 

Wa hope these comments about faathars help you to appreciate tha role that they 
play In tha commercial and exhibition poultry Industries,

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BUFF COLOR BREEDING by Harry M. Lamon 

The male's undercolor should be as sound as possible and particular 
attention should be paid to soundness of undercolor in the hackle and at the 
jase of the tail, and to the wing quills, to see that they are sound buff, not 
■.'hite. 

A male with good surface color, but with weakness or even white in under¬ 
color, may produce nice colored pullets, but rarely a cockerel sound in his 
.vinos. A male with a little smoke in the short wing coverts or secondaries is 
not a fatal weakness in a breeding male, but one without this is prererred. 
Extreme color matings produce many mottled and mealy chicks. Females without 
mealiness on the wingbows are important. The use of mealy females will pro¬ 
duce color problems, such as white in the secondaries of males. It is a conrnon 
error to leave out of all matings any birds with real strength of color pigment. 
Iris leads to a loss of color. Few sound colored cockerels will be produced 
free, a mating, and while the females will be better in color, most will molt 
too light as hens. Birds of stronger color must be bred carefully and perhaps 
only occasionallv, but they must not be discarded entirely or the flock will 
lose in color, "in R.I. REDS smut is aot to occur in undercolor of both sexes, 
‘.ever use a smutty bird if it can be avoided, a male with smut that is mated 
with a heav.v'colored female is apt to produce offspring with black in the 
surface of pullets and black, laced hackles in cockerels. 

Sometimes double mating is used in buff color. The cockerel mating, the 
male shoulc be standard and absolutely sound in color, free from black or white 
in wines and tail; also free from reddish cast. The cockerel mating, female's 
general surface color should be slightly darker than that of the males breast. 

(Darker shade than ordinarily sought for in females.) Important point is 
that these females have as rich and deep an undercolor as possible extended 
clear to the skin. In many instances such females will have almost as good 
an undercolor as the male. This mating will produce exhibition males, while 
most of the females will be too dark in surface color. 

Pullet matieg: (A male with deep color on wingbows and shoulders will 
offset mealiness in females, so a pullet line male may not be as even colored 
as the cockerel-line male.) The males breast should be the same shade as the 
exhibitions females general surface color. His breast must be free from 
shafting nr else the pullets will show shafting throughout. The male will be 
lighter in surface color and lighter in undercolor than standard. Females 
must be free from mealiness, shafting, and patchiness. The undertaker 
should be lighter than cockerel-line females.

Why My Wife Quit

M y wife used to be a 
teacher, but the 
New York City

ip its master s program in English as 
a second languag" (which she fin¬ 
ished with a 4 0 average). In addition 
to her recent experience teaching 
I nglish as a second language, she 
u •'* • 5ugh! the s'lhjrri in China twice 
Wheie did she fall short? The 
Hoard of Examiners requires all new 
English as a second language teach¬ 
ers to pass a course acquainting them 
With bilingual education My wife 
look and passed that course after tak¬ 
ing the board's exam The board told 
her she should have taken the course 
prior to the exam 
Appeals to have the board's deci 
sion reversed — to the board itself. 
U)c Slate Education Department and 
the teacher's union — all failed No 
matter the teacher shonage, or the

had quit When she related her ex¬ 
periences with the Board of Examin 
er.v he exclaimed "We must have 
you back'" He assigned an assistant 
to solve the problem The next week, 
my wife called the assistant — twice 
He never returned her calls 
A few weeks later, she took a repeat 
exam for the license to leach English 
as a second language It was a hard 
decision, because in the brief time she 
had been out of the school system, she 
worked in private industry and on 
joyed terrific success. She was ap 
preciated — more than she ever had 
been in the school she left She had 
free time in the evenings to enjoy in 
good conscience, but she told me 
many times how much she missed the 
classroom She decided to take the 
exam to keep her options open 
This June, before hearing the re¬ 
sults of her second exam, she re¬ 
ceived a letter from the board asking 
her to mail her passport or a similar 
document to their (doubtless labyrin 
thine) offices as proof of United 
Slates citizenship By checking the 
records of mv wife's two other li¬ 
censes. the board could have easily 
established this fact Apparently that 
was too simple "If you have sub¬ 
mitted any of these documents in con¬ 
nection wtth a previous application,'' 
the letter read, "you must resubmit 
them for this license 
What person, intelligent enough to 
teach others, would send anything as 
Important as a passport to the Board 
of Examiners' 3 My wife couldn't take 
time away from her job to hand carry 
her passport to the board, and we 
were tempted to drop the matter en¬ 
tirely But having invested so much 
time in the process, it seemed equally 
foolish not to comply Being on sum¬ 
mer vacation. I took the hour's train 
ride from 190th Street in Manhattan 
to the board's offices in downtown 
Brooklyn I wonder how other appli 
cants, without a friend or s|X)usc to 
help, would have solved the problem 
This fall my wife plans to enter a 
master's degree program in business 
administration, which will be paid for 
by her new employer The school sys¬ 
tem will never see her again. □

AT WELSH HILL

Part I 

A Welsh hymn sing 
and song gathering, known 
to the W elsh as a 
"Gymanfa Ganu,' was held 
in the Bethel 
Congregational Church, 
Welsh Hill, Clifford 
Township, PA, on Sunday, 
June 26, 1988. 

As the participants 
arrived at the historic 
church for this Welsh song 
service, they were given 
song sheets for the 
festival by Stacey and 
Jamie Mackey, 
granddaughters of the 
conductor for the 
afternoon service, Donald 
T. Davis. 

Welcoming music 
was performed by Mrs. 
Betty Moore on the piano 
and by Miss Maude Thomas 
on the organ. Miss 
Thomas was formerly on 
the faculty of Princeton, 
N.J. University, and taught 
piano, organ and voice. 
She and Mrs. Moore are 
sisters. 

At 3:00 P.M. the 
church's tower bell was 
rung and the song service 
began with welcoming 
remarks by the pastor of 
the Bethel Congregational 
Church, Reverend Garford 
F. Williams, who invited 
everyone present to the 
Church House for a Welsh 
tea after the Gymanfa 
Ganu. 

Rev. w illia m s 


offered a prayer in which 
he gave thanks to God for, 
among other things, the 
gift of song that has been 
given to man. Rev. 
Williams then introduced 
the conductor for the song 
festival, Donald T. Davis 
of Scranton, PA. 

M r. Davis asked 
those in the church who 
were new comers to the 
Gymanfa Ganu at Welsh 
Hill to raise their hands, 
and then asked: 'Are you 
Welsh?' He then quickly 
added: 'Everyone's Welsh 
today. Welcome to this 
service dedicated to the 
glory of Jesus Christ.' 

The singing began 
with 'Hen Wlad Fy 
Nhadau' (The Land of My 
Fathers), with a repetition 
of the chorus to this song, 
which goes as follows: 
"Wales, Wales! Fav'rite 
land of Wales./ While sea 
her wall, may naught 
befall / To mar the old 
language of Wales.' This 
was followed with the 
singing of 'Diadem — All 
Hail the Power." 

Mrs. Shirley 
McLaughlin and Mr. 
Warren Grill of the Clarks 
Summit Presbyterian 
Church then sang "Cast 
Thy Burden upon the 
Lord," accompanied on the 
piano by Miss Thomas. 

The congregation 
then sang the first verse 
of "sandon," which was 
immediately repeated by 
only the ladies. The entire 
congregation then sang the 
second verse to this song. 
The congregation then 


sang twice in Welsh the 
first verse and chorus of 
"Rachie -- Onward 
Christian Soldiers." This 
was followed by a singing 
of the first verse and 
chorus of this well know 
hymn in English. 

The congregation 
then sang twice in Welsh 
the second verse of 
"Penpark — Jesus I Live 
to Thee." This was 
followed by a singing in 
English by the ladies of 
the first verse to this 
hymn. The entire 
congregation then sang, a 
capella, in English the 
second verse of this song, 
which goes as follows: 
"Jesus, I die to Thee,/ 
Whenever death shall 
come;/ To die in Thee is 
life to me/ In my eternal 
home." The entire 
congregation then sang 
again in Welsh the second 
verse of this hymn. 

The afternoon 
offering was then 
collected. The offering 
plates were passed by 
Maxey Brink, Nicholas 
Whengreen and Joseph 
Sammon. 

M r. Davis then 
polled the congregation to 
determine where the 
participants lived. The 
majority of the 
congregation appear to be 
from an area 20 miles in 
radius from the Church. 
Present, however, were 
persons from Utica, NY, 
Moscow, PA, and from the 
Binghamton, NY area. 

The congregation, 
under Mr. Davis' direction, 



then sang in English "Pen 
Y Bryn" and "How Great 
Thou Art." This was 
followed with two 
performances in Welsh and 
one in English of "Calon 
I.an — I Seek Not Life's 
Ease and Pleasure." 

Mr. Clarence Decker 
then sang "Just a Closer 
Walk with Thee." This was 
followed with a piano and 
organ run through by Mrs. 
Moore and Miss Thomas of 
"Crimond." The entire 
congregation then sang 
this musical version of the 
Twenty-Third Psalm. 

Mr. Davis then led 
the congregation in the 
singing of "Blodwen," 
which Mr. Davis identified 
as his favorite song. "I 
wish there were 19 verses 
of 'Blodwen' so that we 
could sing them all/ said 
he. Mrs. Moore and Miss 
Thomas then played 
through the song once to 
familiarize the entire 
group with the song. The 
congregation then sang in 
English the first verse 
twice, which was followed 
by a singing of the second 
verse, and then a repeat 
of the first verse. 

Mr. Warren Grill 
and Mrs. Shirley 
Mclaughlin, from the 
Clarks Summit 
Presbyterian Church, thui 
sang "May We Worship 
You," accompanied on the 
piano by Miss Thomas, who 
is the organist and choir 
leader for the Clarks 
Summit Presbyterian 
Church. 


Thomas then played 
through "Aberystwyth" to 
r e - f a m ilia r i z e the 
congregation with the 
song, and the congregation 
then sang together this 
song. This was followed 
with the singing of the 
first verse and refrain of 
"Make Me a Blessing" by 
the entire congregation. 
The ladies then sang the 
second verse and were 
joined in the refrain by 
the men. The men sang the 
third verse and were 
joined in the chorus by the 
ladies. 

Mr. Clarence Decker 
then sang "He Touched 
Me," accompanied on the 
organ by Miss Thoma.. 

M t. Davis then 
remarked: "I want to take 
home with me the goose 
bumps that I had when you 
sang 'Blodwen,' and so I'd 
like you to sing again the 
first verse of 'Blodwen.'" 
The congregation, 
accordingly, sang again 
the first verse of 
"Blodwen," and were 
complimented by Mr. Davis 
for their fine singing. 

The congregation 
then sang "Cwm Rhondda 
— Guide Me 0 Thou Great 
Jehovah," with two 
repetitions of the final 
two lines of the third 
stanza, which goes as 
follows: "When I tread the 
verge of Jordan,/ Bid my 
anxious fears subside,/ 
Bear me through the 
swelling torrent,/ Land me 
safe on Canaan's side./ 
Songs of praises,/ I will 
ever give to thee."

The three soloists 
for the afternoon's song 
festival were then asked 
to come forward and were 
given a round of applause 
by the participants. The 
soloists remained at the 
front of the Church and 
the Gymanfa Ganu 
concluded with the entire 
congregation's singing of 
"God Be with You Till We 
Meet Again." 

Rev. Williams then 
offered a Benediction, 
after which he remarked: 
"The last Sunday in 
September we will do this 
again. You are all 
invited." 

The majority of the 
participants in the song 
festival then crossed the 
road to the Church House 
and were served tea and 
coffee and a wide variety 
of cookies by the ladies of 
the Church.

Mrs. Moore and Miss 
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CLIFFORD TOWNSHIP 
WAS HOME TO EARLY 
WELSH SETTLERS 
By S. Robert Powell 

Part n 

(In last week's 
NEWS, we presented Parti 
of this 2-part article by S. 
Robert Powell on the 
Welsh settlers of Clifford 
Township. Part I is an 
account of the Gymanfa 
Ganu that was held on 
Sunday, June 26, 1988, at 
Welsh Hill. In Part n, 
Powell presents a history 
of the Welsh settlement of 
Welsh Hill and of the 
Bethel Congregational 
Church.) 


The Welsh 
settlement of Welsh Hill, 
PA, was begun by Thomas 
and Hannah Watkins, 
natives of 
Carmaerthenshire, South 
Wales, who left that 
country in 1831, and after 
a voyage of two montlis 
landed in New York. In 
1832, they were in 
Carbondale, PA, where 
Mr. Watkins worked in the 
anthracite mines. On May 
10, 1833, they came to 
Welsh Hill in Clifford 
Township and bought 50 
acres of timber land, for 
$3 per acre, near the 
southwest base of the 
South Knob of Elk 
Mountain. 

In 1834, Mr. and 
Mrs. Watkins were joined 
by other Welsh families 
and a permanent Welsh 


settlement was 
established. The arrivals in 
1834 were: Zachariah 
Jenkins, David Moses, 
David Anthony, David 
Reese, william P. Davis, 
Rev. Thomas Edwards, 
David Edwards, Evan 
Jenkins (his son, John C. 
Jenkins, became Prime 
Minister of Australia), 
Robert Ellis, and their 
families. 

Robert Ellis, a 
native of North Wales, had 
been in America for 
several years before he 
moved from New York to 
the Welsh settlement at 
Elk Hill. All of the other 
arrivals in 1834 were from 
South Wales, they having 
left from Swansea on May 
21, 1834, in a brig bound 
for Quebec. They were 
seven weeks on the water 
before landing at Quebec. 
Three of the families on 
board remained in Canada; 
the others all came to 
Clifford Township in 1834. 

The second party of 
immigrants to Welsh Hill 
came soon after, but they 
had been located at 
Carbondale, PA, two or 
three years previously. 
Among them were David J. 
and David E. Thomas, Evan 
Jones (from North Wales), 
Job Nicholas, and John 
MichaeL By 1887, there 
were more than 300 Welsh 
persons living in Clifford 
Township, Gibson and 
Herrick center. 

These pioneer Welsh 
settlers on Welsh Hill 
organised a church as 
early as 1834. This church 
is the offspring of the 


First Welsh Congregational 
Church of Clifford. 
Thomas Edwards was the 
first pastor at Welsh Hill. 
He served as pastor until 
the close of 1835, when he 
accepted a call to 
Pittsburg. The meetings, 
which were organised by 
William Hughes, were held 
at the house of Zachariah 
Jenkins, on Cambria Hill 
The first Sunday School 
was organized with Daniel 
Harris and Henry Davis as 
Superintendents and Evan 
Jenkins as Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

In 1836, Rev. Jenkin 
Jenkins, a son of 
Zachariah, finished his 
studies in Auburn 
Theological Seminary, NY, 
and took charge of the 
Presbyterian Church at 
Dundaff, PA, and also of 
the Welsh church at Elk 
Hill. He preached at both 
churches for nearly seven 
years (until 1843), and then 
moved to Illinois. In 1837, 
the Rev. Jenkins joined 
the Presbytery at 
Montrose and persuaded 
the Church at Welsh Hill 
to do likewise, but the 
Church never forsook its 
first principles of 
Congregationalism and 
again became 
Congregational. It thus 
withdrew from the 
Presbytery and united with 
the Welsh Association. 

At the time Rev. 
Jenkins left the 
congregation, it was 
comprised of the following 
families or single persons: 
Thomas Watkins, Daniel 
Moses, Noah Owens, David 
Edwards, David Anthony, 



David J. Thomas, Henry 
Davis, John Howells, David 
Evans, William Rowell, 
William P. Davies, Robert 
Ellis, Evan Jenkins, Jenet 
Jenkins, John Michael,. 
Sarah Bell, David 
Richards, David Rees, 
David Moss, Edward 
Hughes, Benjamin Daniels, 
Mary James, John Davis, 
Daniel Davis, Guenellian 
Reynolds, Daniel Harris, 
Mary Jones, Thomas 
Evans, Lewis Evans, Evan 
Jones, Elizabeth Owens, 
Margaret Harris, David E. 
Thomas, and Job Nicholas. 

From 1843 to 1850, 
Rev. Samuel A. Williams 
served as pastor of the 
church. He was succeeded 
in 1850 by Rev. Daniel 
Daniels, who was born in 
Glamorganshire, South 
Wales, in 1816, and came 
to this country at the age 
of 16 with his parents. 
They stayed briefly in 
Carbondale and then 
moved to Springbrook, 
Lackawanna County, 
where his parents died. 

Rev. Daniels was 
licensed to preach in 1842, 
and in 1847 he was 
ordained to the ministry. 
He served as pastor of the 
church for forty three 
years. There is today a 
plaque at the front of the 
church which reads as 
follows: *ln Memoriam/ 
Rev. Daniel Daniels Born 
1816 - Died 1895 Pastor of 
this church forty three 
years His faithful ministry 
and co-operation in 
building this edifice are 
gratefully remembered by 
this congregation." It was 
during the pastorate of 
Rev. Daniels that the 


present Bethel 
Congregational Church 
was erected. 

The Bethel 
Congregational Church 
became an incorporated 
body on April 12, 1869, on 
the petition of Samuel 
Owens, Thomas R. Davis, 
Evan Jenkins, Thomas 
Reynolds, David J. 
Thomas, Thomas Watkins 
and Henry Davis. In 1887, 
there were 90 members in 
the congregation, of whom 
Samuel Owens and Richard 
Davis were Deacons, and 
Walter M. Leek was the 
Clerk. 

In 1893, the first 
English preaching began, 
under the pastorate of the 
Rev. J. Alex. Jenkins. In 
the year 1896, the Rev. 
Noah Bevan accepted a 
call to the pastorate. At 
that time, a portion of the 
services were still being 
held in Welsh, and the 
English constituency, 
principally composed of 
young persons, were 
desirous of more English 
services, which led to the 
pastorate of the Rev. R. 

N. Harris, whose ministry 
began on January 1, 190L 

In 1902, the Deacons 
were: Owen Owens, John 
Moses, Edward A. 
Reynolds, and William G. 
Richards; the Deaconesses 
were: Elizabeth Reese and 
Maggie Davis; the Trustees 
were: George H. Reynolds, 
John Watkins, Morgan 
Morgans, ollie C. Jones, 
and Albert T. Leek. The 
Church Clerk at that time 
was Mary E. Richards. 


The first church 
meeting house of this 
Welsh community was built 
in 1839 on what was then 
known as "Cambria Hill," 
in the rear of the Samuel 
Owens, Sr. homestead, 
during the pastorate of 
Rev. Jenkin Jenkins. This 
first church stood where 
the old Grange Hall is on 
the corner. The first 
officers of the Church 
were: Zachariah Jenkins, 
Thomas Watkins, William 
Hughes, David Rees, David 
Anthony, Sr., Edward 
Hughes, Daniel Moses, 
Daniel Harris, David 
Edwards, Henry Davis and 
Benjamin Daniels (his great 
grandson was the 
Honorable George W.

This second church, 
a frame building, stood 
between where the first 
church building stood and 
the present Bethel 
Congregational Church. It 
was a building 31 feet by 
45 feet, and was erected 
in the summer of 1850, 
during the pastorate of 
Rev. Daniel Daniels. The 



building coin mittee was 
composed of Rev. Daniel 
Daniels, Evan Jenkins, 
Edward Hughes, John

In the summer of 
1B64, it was remodeled by 
the addition of a lecture 
toom, 20 feet by 26 feet, 
and a tower, 11 feet by 11 
feet, with a vestibule.

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Welsh hymn sing conducted 
at Clifford Twp. church

Part I 

A Welsh hymn sing and song 
gathering, known to the Welsh as a 
“Gymanfa Ganu," was held in the 
Bethel Congregational Church, 
Welsh Hill, Clifford Tbwnship, on 
Sunday, June 26. 

As the participants arrived at 
the historic church for this Welsh 
song service, they were given song 
sheets for the festival by Stacey 
and Jamie Mackey, 

granddaughters of the conductor 
for the afternoon service, Donald T. 
Davis. 

Welcoming music wus performed 
by Mrs. Betty Moore on the pinno 
and by Miss Maude Thomas on the 
organ. Miss Thomas was formerly 
on the faculty of Princeton, NJ. 
University, and taught piano, or¬ 
gan and voice. She and Mrs. Moore 
are sisters. 

At 3:00 p.m. the church’s tower 
bell was rung and the song service 
began with welcoming remarks by 
the pastor of the Bethel Congrega¬ 
tional Church, Reverend Garford 
F. Williams, who invited everyone, 
present to the Church House for a 
Welsh tea after the Gymanfa 
Ganu. 

Rev. Williams offered a prayer in 
which he gave thanks to God for, 
among other things, the gift of 
song that has been given to man. 
Rev. Williams then introduced the 
conductor for the song festival, 
Donald T. Davis of Scranton. 

Mr. Davis asked those in the 
church who were newcomers to the 
Gymanfa Ganu at Welsh Hill to 
raise their hands, and then asked: 
"Are you Welsh?" He then quickly 
added: “Everyone’s Welsh today. 
Welcome to this service dedicated 
to the glory of Jesus Christ." 

The singing began with “Hen 
Wind Fy Nhadau" (The Land of My 
Fathers), with a repetition of the 
chorus to this song, which goes as 
follows: “Wales, Wales! Fav’rite 
land of Woles./ While sea her wall, 
may naught befall/ To mar the old 
language of Wales." This was fol¬ 
lowed with the singing of “Diadem 
- All Hail the Power." 

Mrs. Shirley McLaughlin and 
Mr. Warren Grill of th# Clarks 


Summit Presbyterian Church then 
sang “Cast Thy Burden Upon the 
Lord," accompanied on the piano 
by Miss Thomas. 

The congregation then sang the 
first verse of “Sandon," which was 
immediately repeated by only the 
ladies. The entire congregation 
then sang the second verse to this 
song. The congregation then sang 
twice in Welsh the first verse and 
chorus of “Rachie - Onward Chris¬ 
tian Soldiers." This was followed 
by a singing of the first verse and 
chorus of this well known hymn in 
English. 

The congregation then sang 
twice in Welsh the second verse of 
“Penpurk - Jesus 1 Live to Thee." 
This was followed by a singing in 
English by the ladies of the first 
verse to this hymn. The entire 
congregation then sang, a capella, 
in English the second verse of this 
song, which goes as follows: “Jesus, 

I die to Thee/ Whenever death 
shall come/ Tb die in Thee is life to 
mo/ In my eternal home." The en¬ 
tire congregation then sang again 
in Welsh the second ve»^e of this 
hymn. 

The afternoon offering was then 
collected. The offering plates were 
. assed by Maxey Brink, Nicholas 
Whengreen and Joseph Sammon. 

Mr. Davis then polled the con¬ 
gregation to determine where the 
participants lived. The majority of 
the congregation appeared to be 
from an area 20 miles in radius 
from the church. Present, however, 
were persons from Uticn, NY, Mos¬ 
cow, PA and from the Binghamton, 
NY area. 

The congregation, under Mr. 
Davis’ direction, then sang in 
English “Pen Y Bryn" and “How 
Great Thou Art." This was followed 
with two performances in Welsh 
and one in English of “Calon Lan - 
I Seek Not Life’s Ease and 
Pleasure." 

Mr. Clarence Decker then sang 
“Just a Closer Walk with Thee ” 
This was followed with a piano and 
organ run through by Mrs. Moore 
and Miss Thomas of “Crimond." 
The entire congregation then sang 


this musical version of the Twenty- 
Third Psalm. 

Mr. Davis then led the congrega¬ 
tion in the singing of “Blodwen," 
which Mr. Davis identified as his 
favorite song. “I wish there were 
19 verses of ‘Blodwen’ so that we 
could sing them all," said he. Mrs. 
Moore and Miss Thomas then 
played through the song once to 
familiarize the entire group with 
the song. The congregation then 
sang in English the first verse 
twice, which was followed by a 
singing of the second verse, and 
then a repeat of the first verse. 

Mr. Warren Grill und Mrs. Shir¬ 
ley McLaughlin, from the Clarks 
Summit Ih'esbyterinn Church, 
then sung “May We Worship You," 
accompanied on the piano by Miss 
Thomas, who is the organist and 
choir leuder for tho Clarks Summit 
Presbyterian Church. 

Mrs. Moore and Miss Thomas 
then plnyed through 

“Aberystwyth" to re-fnmiliarize the 
congregation with the song, and 
the congregation then sang 
together this song. This was fol¬ 
lowed with the singing of the first 
verse and refrain of “Make Me a 
Blessing" by the entire congrega¬ 
tion. The ladies then sang the 
second verse and were joined in 
the refrain by the men. The men 
sung the third verse and were 
joined in the chorus by the ladies. 

Mr. Clarence Decker then sang 
“He Tbuched Me," accompanied on 
the organ by Miss Thomas. 

Mr. Davis then remarked: “I 
want to take home with me the 
gt>ose bumps that I had when you 
sung ‘Blodwen,’ and so I’d like you 
to sing again the first verse of 
‘Blodwen.’" The congregation, ac¬ 
cordingly, sang again the first 
verse of “Blodwen," and were com¬ 
plimented by Mr. Davis for their 
fine singing. 

The congregation then sang 
“Cwm Rhondda - Guide Me O Thou 
Great Jehovah," with two 
repetitions of the final two lines of 
the third stanza, which goes ns fol¬ 
lows: “When I trend the verge of 
Jordan/ Bid my anxious fears sub- 
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side/ Bear me through the swell¬ 
ing torrent/ Land me safe on 
Canaan's side./ Songs of praises/ I 
will ever give to Thee." 

The three soloists for the after¬ 
noon's song festival were then as¬ 
ked to come forward and were 
given a round of applause by the 
participants. The soloists remained 
at the front of the church and the 
Gymanfa Ganu concluded with the 
entire congregation’s singing of 
“God Be With You Till We Meet 
Again." 

Rev. Williams then offered a 
Benediction, after which he 
remarked: The last Sunday in 
September we will do this again. 
You are all invited." 

The majority of the participants 
in the song festival then crossed 
the road to the Church House and 
were served tea and coffee and a 
wide variety of cookies by the 
ladies of the church.

Lack of market 
volatility kept transaction volume at its lowest level for several years. The outlook is for only a 
modest p.ckup in 3Q 1988. The full Salomon Bros, segment was only 59% of pretax. 

• Cost reduction is excellent: Compensation and bene* j, s were held to only $187 million in 
2Q 1988, well below the $250 million average Street expectation. Thus, although 3Q 1988 will 
bulge because of one time bonus payments, the trend is clearly downward and allays our con¬ 
cern on this factor.

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Elkdale pigeon flyer 
gains national wins 


S. Robert Powell, FILdnle. 
was notified on December 9 that 
birds from his loft have won first 
place in three of the ten national 
flying competitions that are 
sponsored aniriall) by the Fly¬ 
ing Tippler Association of Am¬ 
erica. 

The h ,ds in question are the 
flying tippler pigeon, a thor¬ 
oughbred bird which originated 
in Kngland and which, with 
proper training, can fly for long 
periods of time without stop¬ 
ping- 

“Unlike racing homers, which 
are taken great distances from 
the lofts in which they are 
hatched and raised and which, 
with proper training, return 
thereto from hundreds of miles 
away,” Powell explained, “fly¬ 
ing tipplers remain in the 
immediate area of their home 
lofts, rarely ranging more than a 
few miles away and never 
landing anywhere except on 
their loft. When released, they 
habitually ascend to great 
heights, where they remain for 
many hours, among the clouds, 
riding the air currents. Flying 
tipplers occasionally fly so fiign 
that they ultimately become 
invisible to the human eye. It 
sometimes happens that young 
birds become disoriented at 


such heights and become lost. 
On other occasions, the tipplers 
are attacked by birds of prey. It 
is always a very challenging and 
exciting sport to participate in." 

The Flying Tippler Associa¬ 
tion flying competitions, which 
are conducted in accordance 
with strict flying rules and 
regulations, are held annually 
throughout the spring, summer 
and fall The three national 
competitions that were won by 
tipplers from the Powell Ion 
took place on May 10. May 24 
and September 26. During those 
three flys this year, birds from 
Powell’s loft flew II hours and 
31 minutes. 14 hours and 14 
minutes, and 10 hours and 50 
minutes, respectively 

When asked how he became 
interested in the flying tippler 
sport. Powell remarked “All of 
my life I have been interested in 
flight. It was inevitable that I 
became interested in flying 
tipplers, because these birds 
like nothing better than to fly for 
hours on end. The pleasures 
associated with raising, training 
and flying these thoroughbreds 
is. therefore, especially great 
for me. I look forward to the 
spring, when 1 can resume 
training my birds for the 19B8 
flying competitions." 
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
